Dr David Bennett, one of the 
remaining two finalists for the 
Columbus Public Schools 
superintendency, was reacting 
Monday to criticism ina Mi I- 
waukee Courier Aug. 7 editor- 
ial in which he was branded as 
a racist 

But, while Bennett still 
scribes the allegation as 
unfounded and untrue, the 
white editor of the Milwaukee 
olack newspaper, Scott Ander- 
son, who claims he wrote that 
aditorial, told The CALL & 
POST Tuesday: "The thrust of 
our editorial was what's hap- 
pening to black students under 
Bennett's desegregation plan. 
Under that plan, tHe grade 
point average of blacks in one 
Predominantly white high 
school was .67 on the scale of 
four. That's tne state of black

We have, in its place, scheduled another locally 
produced program on Saturday which we believe places more emphasis 
on the issues directly affecting the black community of Columbus. 


Fact: Our commitment to the black community was publicly stated long prior 
to the Federal Communications Commission approving transfer of con- 
trol of WVKO AM. We have and will continue to increase the role of WVKO 
AM in the black community. 


We have explained our position and programming practices to the N ational 
Media Coalition and they support, as do we, a continuing dialogue between *

Dear Editor: - 

My grandparents distrusted 
politicians who were Catholic. 
Grandmother and Grandfather 
Larson immigrated as teenag- 
érs from Sweden, a country 
tarnished with bitter Pro- 
testant-Catholic conflict. 

As a yqung child, | clearly 
remember my grandparents 


dire warnings that a Catholic, 
. President would ruin America. 


They believed Catholic public 
Officials took orders from the 
Pope. 

No Catholic had been Presi- 
dent before 1960. Over 170 
years of electing only Protest- 
ant Presidents was no co- 
incidence. 

The oldest living member of 
the Larson family, my Uncle 
Verner, keeps a commemora- 
tive plate with John Kennedy's 
picture on the dining room wall 
of the family farmhouse. When 
friends ask him how a Repibii- 
can could like JFK, ‘my uncle 
simply replies: “Kennedy stood 
up for the common people.” 

During the last twenty years 
the issue of electing Catholics 


to high office has almost dis- 


appeared. One reason is the 
demonstrated independence 
—of-our first Catholic President: 
Likewise, locally, in the long 
history of Columbus, no black 
has ever been elected to any of 
the power administrative posts 
like Mayor, County Commis- 
sioner, County Prosecutor, 
and City Attorney. In fact, no 


black candidate has ever 
defeated a white candidate ina 
one-on-one election for city- 
wide or county-wide office. 
This.is no coincidence. 

Many whites are conditioned 
to think that black public offi- 
cials are not competent admin- 
istrators and do not serve the 
entire community. This myth, 
like the Catholic myth, can be 
destroyed by the examples of 
blacks who gain high adminis- 
trative positions. 

Now this process must be 
accelerated. One good oppor- 
tunity is at hand. Only white 


males have served as Superin- - 


tendent of the Columbus Pub- 
lic Schools. This is no 
coincidence. 

Many well qualified persons, 
of both races, have applied for 


the position. The appointment / 


of a black superintendent, who 
fairly and forcefully directs the 
changes required to upgrade 
educational excellence for all 
students, will also’ promote 
human-awareness. 

After a year or two, if the new 
Superintendent does a good 


“job, most residents of the 


Columbus Schoo! District will 
no longer feel the superintend- 
ent's race is important. Rather, 
many people will describe their 
School Superintendent by 
simply saying; ‘‘| like her 
because she stands up for 
kids.” :

Reaganomics has begun to” 
take its toll everywhere, and 
blacks are beginning to feel the 
crunch dramatically. The wel- 
fare rolls are being cut, food 
stamp programs are getting 
the axe, and the spending for 
Federal jobs programs is being

comes the word that those of 
ygu who were thinking about 
going to college may not get 
there. 


If you were planning on 
attending college and need the 
assistance of a Federal student 
loan, you may be in great trou- 
ble. For those of you who need 
the student loan and had 


planned on going to either Wil- 
berforce or Central State, there 
is no question that you are in 
trauble. A decision was made 
last week in Washington that 
affects students at the two pre- 
dominantly black institutions. 
Education Secretary T.H. 
Bell announced last week that 
more than 400 colleges and 
universities would have the 
monies normally provided for 
National Direct Loans frozen 
‘until further notice. For Wilber- 
force and Central State, the 
move will hurt tremendously. It 
‘is estimated that 80 per cent of 
the students on both Xenia, 
Ohio campuses come from 
homes that have annual 


incomes of less than $10,000 a 
year. That mgans that the 
gajority of students at both 
schools are eligible forthe 
Federal student loans. 
it has also been estimated 
that as high as 20 per cent of 
the students at both black 
schools will not be able to 
attend classes this year 
because of the loan cancella- 
tions. Dr. Lionel H. Newsome, 
president of CSU, has been 
quoted as calling the action 
“very inhuman.” There is a 
move underway to get the U.S. 
Congress to veto the action. 
which both the House and 
Senate can do within 45 days.

ceremonies dedicating the 
school's Basic Medical Scien- 
ces Building, announced the 
new federal grant amid praise 
for the Morehouse mission “to 
train more minority students as 
primary care physicians.” 


“Morehouse Séhool of Med- 
icine is the first and only pre- 


dominately black medical 
school to be established in the 
U.S. in the 20th Century,” Bush 
said. “No one candeny that the 
faculty and students of More- 
house are deserving of our 
praise and warrant our con- 
tinued support for what they 
have done to advance the 
health care of our most needy 
citizens.” 


The facility, built with federal 
and private funds, is located 
within the Atlanta University. 
complex in downtown Atlanta, 
the world's largest concentra- 
tion of predominately black 
institutions of higher educa- 
tion. The building will provide 
classrooms, library, student 
and research laboratories, stu- 
dent and faculty lounges, aca- 
demic and administrative offi- 
ces, and other facilities. 

The building consists of 
three floors and 91,000 square 
feet of space. It is located ona 


6.5 acre campus near down-.._ 
. town Atlanta. Planning already —

Roger J. Lulow 
will be acting superintendent 
until Holliday arrives. 

Holliday said that during the 
interim he will make an in- 
depth study of the Cleveland 
System in the areas of finance, 
personnel, the achievement of 
Students and the use of facili- 
ties. He also is: making acritical 
examination of busing in 
Cleveland for he has had suc- 
cess in dealing with, court 


systems. He was able to redraw 
attendance boundaries inPlain- 
field and cut busing figures 
from 1100 to 300 students. He 
then applied those dollars to 
the educational program and 
successfully reduced class 
size. He stated that changes in 
busing may be one of the first 
recommendations he will make 
to the board. 3 

“Don't forget sometimes the 
purpose of busing is lost -- that 
is; to. int&grate youngstefs and: 
to give -youngsters .an equal 
opportunity,” he explained. 
“Sometimes busing boils down 
to convenience. In the city of 
York and Plainfield busing had 
become a convenience that 
had nothing to do with integra- 
tion or equality or educational 
opportunity,” he continued. 

The budget deficit that Hol- 
liday will face as superintend- 
ent of the Cleveland schools is 
larger than the entire budget of 
Plainfield, but Holliday said he 
is not afraid of tackling the 
budget. “I'm not easily fright- 
ened, as you will learn. Budget- 
ing is very simple -- income 
and outgo, and you balance 
the two. If it's more complex 
than that, tell me,” he said.
